Boyne City schools looking at budget deficit 


When it comes to this year’s bud- 
get process for Boyne City Public 
Schools, finding ways to cut the fat 
has been the name of the game. Ac- 
cording to interim superintendent Jim 
Cooper, who gave a report on the sta- 
tus of the budget process at last 
week's regular school board meesing. 
the process has been a challenging 
one this year. Administrators and staff 
are looking to deal with a projected 
deficit of approximately $700,000. a 
figure arrived at based on anticipated 
expenses and revenues for the upcom- 
ing fiscal year. 

The amount, Cooper said, “is defi- 
hitely pretty significant.” While the 
district has approximately $].5 mil- 
lion in fund equity, theoretically avail- 
able to dip into for a balanced bud- 
get, whittling that equity amount by 
nearly half could put the district in 


jeopardy in case of emergency needs 
throughout the year. like a new school 
bus, for instance. 

The anticipated deficit comes as an 


outgrowth of a number of factors. the © 


biggest of which is a downward trend 
in enro}lynent in recent years. 
Coupled with an uncertain future in 
state funding, the trend is forcing ad- 
ministrators and the board to make 
some difficult decisions in the com- 
ing weeks. “Though it sounds cold, 
the reality is in the budget, every stu- 
dent has a price tag.” Cooper said. 
“Each student equals about $7;000." 
A declining enrollment. he said, ‘is 
the biggest part of what’s caused the 
deficit. 

“The other part is just not aggres- 
sively addressing that. We have some 
tough decisions to make.”

just over 80 percent of the budget, 
cuts may very well come in staffing 
first. “We are looking at realigning 
some jobs, especially in areas of sup- 
port [staff], realigning alternate edu- 
cation. We're looking at extra-

curriculars, athletics. You name it, 
we're looking at everything.” 
Except academic programs, at this 
point, Cooper was careful to point out. 
The goal, he said, is to keep any rec- 
ommended cuts “as far away from 
students as possible.” But, he added, 
“there may come a time when recom- 
mendations will impact students.” 
Administrative cuts and layoffs 
could be part of the picture, but are 
also something that Cooper said the 
district is looking “to minimize.” 
“T'd like to tell you that no one will 
be laid off,” Cooper said to the board, 
“but I can't tell you that at this point.” 
Any cuts are conjecture at present, 
as administrators wait to finalize re- 
tirements for the year, as well as get 
the most current information on 
things like special education and Title 
V/At-Risk funding at the'state level. 


While the potential deficit is a big 
concern, Cooper emphasized that the 
picture is “not all-doom and gloom, 
but it wouldn't be fair if I didn’t say 
it’s a problem. We need to get a 
handle on it now or it really will turn 
into a problem down the road. I'm 
comfortable that we can [get a handle 
on it.” 

Cooper expects that the proposed 
budget will be finalized in the next 
week, with a budget hearing set for 
Monday, June 24. The meeting will 
be open to the public, with public in- 
put encouraged. The time for the 
meeting will be posted in area papers 
prior to June 24.

In the past two weeks the crews have accomplished or 
started the following aspects of the project: The firial grad- 
ing of the site and placement of the topsoil around the 
building is underway. Crews have poured the remaining 
concrete floors in the auditorium, along with the building 
of the platforms in the light ports B215 and B212. The 
last of the structural steel has been set at the main en- 
trance, and the aluminum wail panels above the same are 
being installed. 

Workers have been installing the angle and hetal deck 
in the light port rooms, as well as installing the roof lad- 
ders. The translucent wall system, and the remaining alu- 
minum windows have been installed. Crews have started 
the installation of the aluminum store front and the cur- 
tain wall systems. The hanging of the wood doors and 
installing the hardware on the same is well underway, and 
crews are installing the last of the carpeting and VCT in 
the classroom wing. The plaster ceiling system in the 
shower rooms is being finished, and the toilet partitions 
in the locker rooms and the auditorium restrooms have 
been installed. The lockers in the vocational area and the 
kitchen area have been installed as well. 

In the next two weeks crews look to accomplish the 
finishing of the topsoil placement and grading, along with 
pouring the concrete sidewalks around the building. They 
will be washing the block walls in the commons and lobby 
areas, as well as pouring the concrete floors at the 
entryways. The installation of the aluminum storefront 
and the curtain wall system will be completed. The last of 
the interior glass in the classroom, athletic, and vocational 
wings will be installed. 

The framing of the metal stud walls in the auditorium 
will be underway, along with the installing of the acousti- 
cal wall panels in the stage house. The ceiling tiles in the 
kitchen area will be dropped, as well as the tiling of the 
kitchen floor. Crews will finish painting area “‘B’, and 
paint the ceiling in the commons area. They will be in- 
stalling the rubber stair treads and landings in the class- 
room wing, and tile the bathrooms near the dressing 
rooms. Installation of the stage rigging in the auditorium 
will begin as well. 

Things continue to move along on schedule as crews 
start the finishing up of the major components, and move 
into the finish type work. The outside has changed quite a 
bit, with the dropping of the fencing and the topsoil grad- 
ing taking place. As the entrances come to completion. 
the major transformation taking place on the outside will 
be complete.

planned utilization of the current middle school, which, 
as of the planned fall opening of the new high school, 
will not be used by the district as classroom space. The 
Charlevoix-Emmet Intermediate School District has com- 
mitted to using a portion of the space for early childhood 
programming, including the Be-Four program. Accord- 
ing to Cooper, the ISD has received a grant of $250,000 
for three years to fund early childhood programs at the 
location, with approximately $50,000 set aside for basic 
“bricks and mortar” improvements to comply with early 
childhood education requirements. 

While the grant means that the early childhood compo- 
nent in the building will be fully funded for three years, it 
does not mean that the district is locked into committing 
that space. 

Other potential uses for the remainder of the building 
are as space for the teenage parent program, as well as “‘a 
couple other early childhood programs.”” Cooper said two 
human resources agencies have expressed interest in rent- 
ing office space in the building as well, and he’s had “iin- 
formal conversations” with staff regarding the addition 
of a community education piece in the building. 

The building became available for outside uses when 
the district moved from the originally-proposed four- 
building configuration, with an upper and lower elemen- 
tary, a middle school, and a high school, to a three build- 
ing configuration, in keeping with enrollment concerns. 
The new high school will be utilized as planned, with the 
current high school serving as the middle school, and the 
elementary school retaining its current status.

Ready to make a run for the future 


Last week, Boyne City High School senior Jane Stieber capped off her 
remarkable high schdol cross country career by signing an agreement to 
Participate in the sport at Northern Michigan University. For Stieber. 
who already had a four-year academic scholarship to the school earned 
through an intensive, AAA Scholarship Competition, the signing was 
the icing on an already tempting college cake. 

And though some have expressed surprise at her decision to take her 
talent to NMU, a Division IH school, Stieber is fully confident of her 
decision, readying for the challenges NMU will offer both academically 
and athletically. Allowing that there’s a huge gap between Division | 
and Division IH-competition, Stieber said.” 
sion I. [have a feeling that this is right for me.” 

Many of those who watch Stieber run might think that for her, running 
must be a lifelong passion, something that she's always done. The truth 
is, however, that she came into the sport quite by accident. and not tor 
lack of resistance. 

“IT was never in any sports.” she said. “I didn't consider myself an 
athlete.” In middle school, though, someone convinced her to sign up, 
but her effort was halfhearted. Bound to choose two running events and 
one field event. Stieber went so far as to pick the shot put to avoid hav- 
ing torun for the long jump. 

“T never ran more than a mile in middle school,” she said. but when it 
came time to be heading off to high school, BCHS coach Tom Nagurka 
made a big impression on Stieber. She recalls sitting in the bleachers at 
the track, after listening to one of coach Dave Bricker’s “trademark 45- 
minute spiels.” to hear what Nagurka had to say about the high school 
team. 

“Tthit me.” she said. “I thought, ‘wait, ldon't play basketball, I don’t 
do anything. This is something I could do.’” 

That summer, Stieber, who already ran occasionally with dad Jim, began 
to run with nearby neighbor Kelsi Brewer, who also ran cross country 
throughout high school. Later, as Stieber’s stamina increased, she began 
to run by herself, upwards of four miles at a ime. 

That's when things really took off, with Stieber tallying an astounding 
300 miles in the time between eighth and ninth grade. “I don't even 
know why I did it,” she said. 

From that point on, running was simply something she did. Not al- 
ways without a wrong turn here or there. For example. there was the 
Fourth of July race her first summer of running, where she made a wrong 
turn and ended up on the 10 K route rather than the § K she'd planned 
on. Turning around and backtracking, she said, laughing, “I ended up 
with, like, 18 minutes for two miles.” At the time, though, “it was the 
end of the world.” .

things to the next level in her freshman year, also making All-Region, 
Stieber suffered a setback the next year, a “sophomore slump” of sorts. 
After a phenomenal first year. by 10th grade, she said, “I. was uncon- 
sciously used to being first. I realized, ‘it's expected of you now.’ I had 
a hard time dealing with it.” 

When. as a freshman. an athlete breaks two school records in their 
very first meet. they're set up with big expectations from those around 
them. and themselves. “f had to come to grips with that.” 

She was disappointed to not make All-Regional that year, but by her 
junior year. she’d come to terms with herself and her running. “I ma- 
tured more,” she said.“ 
being the best.” 

Though she'd qualified to compete at the state meet all four years of 
her career, it wasn't until her senior year that she really got down to 
business. Prior to that, she said. she'd never been convinced that she 
could make her mark at states. As a senior, though, that changed; at the 
beginning of her final season. she set her sights ona state medal, telling 
herself. “I'm going to do this.” she said. After a tough season, Stieber 
found herself ailing and weak at the conference meet, having difficulty 
even finishing the race just 10 days prior to the regional competition. 

“At the conference meet, I just crashed.” she said. Still, she made All- 
Conference, albeit, by “the skin of my teeth.” 

By regionals, thanks to an adjusted diet full of red meat and iron and 
calcium supplements, and lots of support from mom Mary-Anne (“Mom 
was the greatest help,” Sticber said. “She was on top of it. She’s always 
awesome, but that week she was especially awesome.”), she had bounced 
back, running to a fourth place finish, her highest ever at the regional 
competition. 

At the subsequent state meet, “I was totally composed. It was a beau- 
tiful day, and | went out and didn’t give in.” Placing 16th overall, Stieber 
did in fact medal and finally achieve that coveted All-State designation. 

By no stretch of the imagination, though, has running been all about 
titles and medals for Stieber, and her attitude going into college-level 
running is the same. “I'm going in looking to improve myself,” Stieber 
said. Making the varsity or travel teams would be great, she said, but is 
not what the entire experience hinges on. 

And though she’s excited about running at NMU, its the entire col- 
lege experience that has her counting the days. “I’m really excited to be 
in a new environment,” she said. “High school was awesome, but I’m 
ready to take it to a new level.” As for majors, she’s still uncertain, 
though the possibility of pre-med or psychology are things she’s consid- 
ering. As good a runner as she is, Stieber is no slouch academically, 
being a member of the National Honor Society and co-valedictorian of

= East Jordan Middle School finds success with 
new, expanded after-school offerings 


East Jordan Middle School students 
have been busy broadening their ho- 
rizons this school year, and not just 
in the classroom. According to 
middle school principal Michael 


' Haynes, students have participated 


after school in everything from street 
hockey to chess. 


Offerings for after-school activities” 


this year were broadened in a con- 
certed effort to draw students into 
looking at school as an all-around 
enriching experience, as well as en- 


courage Overall student wellness. — 


“The key is that we get parents and 
teachers involved, the community in- 
volved, (and find] fun ways to get the 
kids here after school for a healthy 
activity,” Haynes said. While tradi- 
tional offerings like school athletics 
have long been in place, not all stu- 
dents are interested in playing orga- 
nized, competitive team sports. “If 
the kids don’t play something official, 
we worry whether they'll get in- 
volved,” he said. 

Once staff, with students’ help, 
identified some areas Of interest, they 
got to work on establishing several 
after-school offerings, including a 
running club, Spanish club, chess 
club, snowshoeing, dance, street 
hockey and tae-bo. The activities, 
with the exception of the dance and 
Spanish classes, are offered free of 
charge to students, and are led by staff 
and community members. Grants 
from organizations like the East Jor- 
dan Learning Alliance, the Malpass 
Foundation, and the Charlevoix 
County Community Foundation, help 
defray other costs involved in the 
various activities. ““We’re grateful 
that those three organizations [espe- 
cially} are behind everything we do,” 
Haynes said. 

Likewise, administrators are grate- 
ful for the support of staff and par- 
ents in making the programs success- 
ful. “The whole thing couldn't hap- 
pen if we didn’t have the support of 


the teachers and community,” Haynes 
said. “It wouldn’t happen if we didn’t 


have parents who are supportive.” 


The extended offerings are in keep- 
ing with a national trend towards 
schools providing more and more 
experiences outside of the traditional 
academic structure. “Schools are 
rarely seven-hour institutions any- 
more,” Haynes said, adding that many 
kids who already participate in ath- 
letics are ‘there all day.” After-school 
programming gives kids outside of 
those organized sports a chance to get 
more out of the school experience as 
well, especially important perhaps at 
the middle school age range, when 
kids are just figuring out what they’re 
interested in.” “If we get them liking 
doing things [in middle school] that 
can lead into things at the high 
school,” Haynes said, noting that 
many students who don’t “get 
hooked” on some extracurricular ac-

between the ages of 25 and 65 years old. It is caused by the disease 
weakening the small blood vessels of the nerve layer on the back of the 
eye (the retina). With this condition it is common for retinal blood ves- 
sels to leak fluid or blood, causing the visual images that the retina sends 
to the brain to be distorted or blurred. Diabetic retinopathy occurs in 
three phases and the rate that it advances is directly affected by the amount 
of sugar in the blood. 

Phase |: Pre-diabetic retinopathy. : 

Here the retina is healthy and just needs to be watched yearly. f 

Phase 2: Background retinopathy. 

Some leaking of fluid and blood causing the retina to swell and thicken. 

It is usually mild and may not cause blurred eyesight. 

Phase 3: Proliferative retinopathy. 

The retinal blood vessels become more severely damaged and eventu- : 
ally clog so that blood stops flowing to the retina. To make up for this, : 
the retina sprouts new blood vessels. These new vessels are very fragile 
and bleed easily. Blood inside the eye becomes so severe it causes loss 
of vision and scaring of the retina. 

The good news is that with the advancements of the medical laser, : 
diabetic retinopathy can be treated if caught in time. It is very important iy 
that the treatment occur at just the right time, so if you are diabetic you f 
need a dialated eye exam every year.
